God bless America, Captain America that is.

With all of the movies that have come out 
in the Marvel Cinematic Universe, no one 
thought that Captain America: The Winter 
Soldier would be possibly the most impres- 
sive one out of all of them. 


All of the Marvel movies to date have had 
a similar style to them: Lots of action with 
bits of comedy more than lightly sprinkled 
in. What audiences may have been expect- 
ing from the second Captain America movie 
would be just a filler movie until the next gi- 
ant Avengers flick. Just another blockbuster 
Hollywood movie to make Marvel some more 
money and to keep interest going in the MCU. 
How delightfully wrong they were! 


Even some of Captain America’s biggest 
fans and supporters were concerned with 
what would be involved in having a Captain 
America movie not set in the days of World 
War 2. Cap is a soldier! What would he have to 
do without a war going on? What they were 
forgetting is that this is S.H.I.E.L.D. and there 
is always a secret war going on. In fact, this 
movie explores a secret that has been going 
on since the Captain was first put on ice... 


The first big issue that Cap had to deal with, 
shortly after disposing of Batroc the Leap- 
er (played by Georges St-Pierre who did a 
phenomenal job by the way), was figuring 
out who seemingly killed Nick Fury and why. 
After a brief and somewhat telling meeting 
with Alexander Pierce (Robert Redford) Cap 
is attacked as he heads out of S.H.I.E.L.D. by 
everyone that can be thrown at him. Cap pulls 
off some pretty sick moves as he takes out 
personnel and a hover craft that are trying to 
stop him from leaving. Eventually, Mr. Rogers 
runs into the would-be-killer named The Win- 
ter Soldier. 


For those fans playing the home game, the 
reveal of Bucky Barnes as the Winter Soldier 
was not a surprise. From a comic book purist 
standpoint, the movie does a relatively good 
job of following the story line and only veers 


off to cut small corners and not make the 
movie 5 hours long. 


After all of the cards are on the table, we see 
that Hydra has been building up it’s strength 
inside the heart of S.H.I.E.L.D. with it’s corrup- 
tion going all the way to the top leaders. This 
leaves Captain America and the Black Widow 
with no other option but to seek the help of 
one of the only people Steve trusts now, Sam

Wilson. The way that Steve and Sam (Antho- 
ny Mackie) banter back and forth keeps the 
comedy that Marvel filmgoers are used to go- 
ing on throughout the whole movie. Sam is 
usually saying something clever (or just plain 
funny) and taking a little of the gravity away 
from the otherwise emotionally and visually 
intense movie. 


In the third act of the film, Cap and Falcon 
have to take on Hydra’s three flying gunships 
while Nick Fury is trying to help Black Widow 
take down Hydra leader Alexander Pierce. This 
sequence is one of the coolest 3D moments in 
the movie with the Falcon performing an aeri- 
al ballet while dodging gunfire from both the 
gunships as well as from Hydra planes. Cap 
takes on the Winter Soldier once again and 
tries his best to snap his old friend out of it. 
This is one of the emotion driven scenes in 
the movie that pushes the sentimental button

could ask for. 


After the events of Captain America: The 
Winter Soldier the MCU will never be the 
same again. S.H.I.E.L.D, one of the only things 
keeping the movies cohesive, was disbanded. 
The Winter Soldier is a wildcard and could re- 
turn at anytime. Hydra is still out there (cut off 
one head...) and could reveal they’re next plan 
anytime. What roles will “the twins” play in 
the following movies? There are many ques- 
tions left unanswered and the only hope for 
fans is to keep up with Agents of S.H.I.E.L.D. 
for more information. 


The movie was overall a visual stunner that 
gave fans exactly what they wanted from a 
Captain America movie. It showcased the 
Captain’s unerring morals as well as his raw 
power and skills. If fans weren’t appeased 
by all of the visuals, the story development 
and writing were superb as well. This movie 
pumped on all cylinders. As soon as the ac- 
tion starts it becomes a non-stop thrill ride 
that will have you at the edge of your seat and 
sometimes even on the edge of tears.

This past weekend saw the highly 
anticipated release of “The Lost 
Missions” season of Star Wars: 

The Clone Wars. This Sixth Season 
comes courtesy of Netflix, as the 
Jedi faithful have now been given 
the option to watch the entire 13-ep- 
isode in one sitting. 


Had it not been for my good 
hometown friend “The Kid” Nick B 
just last year, | would have, quite 
frighteningly, let The Clone Wars slip 
by. And who could blame my late 
pass, since the cinematic Episodes 
I-Ill were so sorely disappointing. | 
then seized the opportunity to back- 
track and catch up with what | now 
consider the second greatest “geek” 
cartoon ever behind only Batman: 
The Animated Series. Even that is 
debatable. 


The Clone Wars is an addiction. 
The series even makes Anakin Sky- 
walker appear the badass he always 
intended to be — he is Darth Vader, 
after all — and has the absolute 
finest 3-D rendered CGI graphics in 
all of TV animation. Sure, a similar 
animated style never fully caught on 
with the short-lived Green Lantern 
and Beware the Batman toons, but 
with The Clone Wars, it’s been noth- 
ing short of a significantly pleasing, 
whimsical “little” adventure. 


Of course, if you consider your- 
self anything close to a Warsie, 
you know the deal by now: Disney 
bought Star Wars (and just about 
everything else in and around your 


house) and, with that, the next Star 
Wars animated series. With the 

new owners it only makes sense 

the show shifted over from Car- 
toon Network to Disney XD. With 
anything and everything Star Wars 
preparing for this newfound Disney 
launch (JJ Abrams’ Episode VII will 
see light December 18, 2015 anda 
new line of SW comics are also com- 
ing to Marvel sometime next year), 
executive producers Simon Kinberg, 
Greg Weisman, and Dave Filoni 
decided to shift their Clone focus to 
Star Wars Rebels. The new animated 
series set between Episodes III and 
IV will premiere a one-hour special 
on the D and subsequently air this 
Fall on the XD.

His story is coming to a Dark Horse comic mini-series, Son of Dathom- 
ir, on May 21. Kind of cool. At least it’s coming in some form or fashion. 
But hey, for the most part, “The Lost Missions” doesn’t try to be any- 
thing else but that: a season lost on its own discourse. It is a mixed 
bag of brilliance and the unnecessary, or, merely just a brave attempt 
to make Jar Jar look cool. Yippee. 


But have no fear, the Force in Season 6 is also very much clear. De- 
spite this disruption among the ranks — much of the Rebellion is final- 
ly able to smell the poo sweating off Senator Palpatine (you can just 
see it in Ani’s eyes) — there’s plenty here for Clone Wars vets to adore. 
The actual Star Wars is great. The air strikes between Clones and 
Droids are as furious and as frantic as the films, offering plenty of 
excitement between the typically sound geopolitical studies. With so 
much interplay between the Separatists and Republic, a who’s who of 
double-crossing, shaking and mind breaking, the battles become as 
important as ever. Eye-pilots will get plenty of bang for their Netflix 
buck. And besides the aforementioned hijinks with Mr. Binks and Mace 
Windu (whose own ninjitsu saves a poorly thrown-in arc), this season 
remains as deep and dark as usual. 


The most haunting sequences involve Master Yoda. The Jedi mas- 
ter (voiced by Tom Kane) takes it upon himself in the season’s final 
arc to examine his own health — more importantly his own psyche 
— through a series of Force trials during these most treacherous of 
times, to catch whether there’s even an inch of Sith in our little green 
pal. More importantly, we finally get to find out how Yoda got to Da- 
gobah. 


Of course, if you’re reading this then you more than likely watched 
the original and know the answer to what awaits Yoda, but these fi- 
nal episodes still display a mighty impressive array of sequences and 
exciting challenges. One particular moment in this “mind trial” even 
reminds me of the final stages to Mass Effect Ill. 

Oh! Did | just turn you all away? Shame, then. 


Strangely enough, the third story arc spotlighting the mothaf&**&# 
Mace (Terrance C. Carson) and Jar Jar’s adventure through interga- 
lactic India isn’t even the season’s worst. It’s saved by one amazingly 
badass fight sequence that us Jedi have been craving since his un- 
timely cinematic death. No, the “Lost Files” second batch of episodes 
could have been easily called “Bank Wars.” | know Filoni and Co. love 
meshing George Lucas’ intended vision with their own modern sen- 
sibilities (i.e. Mace letting Jar Jar borrow his “iPhone”), but using our 
own current hatred towards corruption with fantasy/space lore was 
nothing...well...more than a bore.

Padme (Natalie Portman in the movies) Amidala‘s ex-boyfriend Rush 
Clovis couldn’t rush off the screen quick enough. He’s such a toolkit. 
We know it, Anakin knows it, the Separatists know it — and that’s why 
his own senseless gullibility is used for their own political agenda. Be- 
sides catching Darth Anakin (Matt Lanter) kicking the crap out of Clo- 
vis a couple of times, it was nearly just as rad watching Count Dooku 
(Corey Burton) get snatched up by a higher power as well. 
Dissention lies not only within the Gala-Republic ranks here in Season 
6 kiddies... 


This leads me to the beginning of the end, the opening arc that 
means more to the title of the show than any other: Order 66. How did 
the Clones - in this era of Star Wars dubbed The Clone Wars, after all - 
become so important? So human, so gifted, so not-your-typical-mind- 
less-useless-drone-character. Why have we fallen in love with soldiers 
who were never really household names to begin with? 


Crazier, just how are they programmed? The opening act explores 
many of those questions in addition to the fate of Clone trooper Fives. 
Expect it to get hella hairy up in there. It’s these types of stories that 
essentially and aesthetically separate this era from the rest. So, even if 
we don’t exactly get all the answers we want concerning some of the 
more household names (including arguably the most popular Clone of 
all, Captain Rex), this series has always been about them anyway. And 
the answers shared this season may frighten you. 

Final thoughts... (weeps and cries more than you and your sister did 
during the season finale of True Detective)... 


For a series based on the tradition of Good vs. Evil, there’s a lot 
of gray-area duality fishing through the majority of the characters in 
this final season — especially the Clones. If the prime goal of this cre- 
ative team was to make us feel for everyone involved, then, hell, they 
deserve all the credit in the world for doing just that. Above all, The 
Clone Wars has accomplished what had been initially thought impos- 
sible: make us like Episodes I-III. This series went and flourished each 
and every character and important instance from the newer films, and, 
better yet, gave all of this intergalactic gloss some bleeping person- 
ality. 


Indeed there’s plenty of personality — and, thankfully, heart — in the 
sixth and final season of The Clone Wars, even if the details us Jedi so 
longed for still have to wait at the expense of a damn Mouse.

The year was 1984 and | was on the cusp of adding a second digit to 
my age. | was too young at that point to know who The Beatles were, 
let alone that one of the most influential musicians of my lifetime was 
just shot down in his prime four years earlier. 


No, it was 1984 and | was a kid. The times were simpler then and toys 
were just toys. The whole collector mentality did not exist back then. 
You were supposed to play with toys, not simply admire them behind 
shiny glass cases. When you bought a toy, half of the pleasure came 
from being able to emancipate it from the shackles of its packaging. In 
a way, today’s culture of unboxing new technology most likely finds its 
roots with these simpler times and our toy collection. 


Hasbro had a bold idea. They partnered up with Japanese company 
Takara Tomy and rebranded a couple of Takara Tomy’s toy lines to 
create a new line of alien transforming robots called Transformers and 
the rest, as they say, was history. Of course, it isn’t really just as simple 
as that, now is it? 


Usually existing franchises give birth to toys and merchandise, |’m 
looking at you George Lucas and Star Wars. This was backwards and 
had not been done before, but what kid doesn’t love a robot? And this 
was like getting two toys for the price of one. You get the aforemen- 
tioned robot and then it transforms into another, usually innocuous, 
thing. Most of the time, the Transformer robots changed into vehicles. 


Think about that, now for the price of a single toy, a kid could have a 
robot and a truck. No wonder Optimus Prime was such a popular toy. 
And hey, if you were more of the robbers type when you played cops 
and robbers, the villain line of Transformers toys had cool options too 
like Megatron and his alter ego as a Walther P38 gun or Starscream 
and the jet that he transformed into. 


But, for me, there was no Transformer more awe-inspiring than 
Soundwave. A robot that transforms into a cassette player, there is 
also no other Transformer that has been more ravaged by advances in 
technology than Soundwave.

having cassettes that were ejected and transformed themselves, is 
practically non-existent in 2014. 


But yet, he was the very definition of what a Transformer was for me 
in that time and place. It’s a memory that continues to shine through 
today and this is probably the single biggest reason why | despise the 
films that Michael Bay has made based on this toy line. 


Believe it or not, early drafts of the 2007 film had transformed (oun 
most definitely intended) Soundwave from a tape deck to a helicop- 
ter. Later incarnations had changed him into a less offensive boom 
box, but eventually he was cut outright from the film. In the sequel, 
Revenge of the Fallen, Soundwave was a triple changer appearing as 
both a satellite and a jet, but interestingly enough not as a robot. 


By the time Dark of the Moon rolled around in 2011, Soundwave was 
given the alternate appearance of a Mercedes-Benz SLS AMG. In other 
words, Soundwave was in the film by name only and the heart and soul 
of the character, nay the franchise, in my book has yet to see the light 
of day. Barring a miraculous resurrection in Age of Extinction, | think 
the Soundwave era in the film series has come to a merciful end. 


We say things all the time about filmmakers robbing our youth to 
make shoddy films, but | think it rings especially true for Transform- 
ers. Don’t get me wrong; | completely understand why DreamWorks/ 
Paramount hired Michael Bay to make Transformers films. In fact, there 
are currently $1.07 billion worth of reasons that they hired him, but it 
doesn’t mean that it’s right or that | have to like it. 


They wanted to make big films with giant robots that resulted in 
humongous explosions and they certainly got that. Of course, they also 
got a couple of unexpected surprises such as the infamous Transform- 
ers testicles in Revenge of the Fallen and the utterly cardboard perfor- 
mances from the Transformers’ human on-screen co-stars. 


But it’s a new year and a new lead in Marky Mark, er Mark Wahlberg, 
so should we give Age of Extinction a chance? Well, some things do 


tend to get better with age. Mark Wahlberg the actor is definitely more suited 
for consumption than the tighty-whitey underwear model/rapper from the 


early ‘90s. 


Of course, even then he played second fiddle to his brother Donnie’s band; 
a little outfit called New Kids on the Block, perhaps you’ve heard of them? | 
guess the joke is on Donnie as Mark is both an Oscar and Golden Globe nomi- 


nated actor. 


Again, things get better with age, unless, they don’t. 


| want to believe that they have finally gotten it right and that Marky Mark will 
bring “Good Vibrations” to Age of Extinction, but | can’t shake the image of 
10-year-old me tearing up packaging that Soundwave came in just so | could 
play with the robot that simply transformed into a cassette deck. 


Those were simpler times and |’m afraid that we'll never get them back. As 
my two-year-old daughter skillfully navigates our iPad, | am confronted again 
by the realization that | have more in common with the Dinobots that populate 


Age of Extinction than | do with today’s incarnation of Optimus Prime.

TOYS 


When the Transformers toys debuted back in 
1984, the main idea was that the Autobots, led by 
Optimus Prime, fight against Megatron and his 
Decepticons. Very early on, the popularity was 

so great that Marvel came out with a comic that 
became part of the main Marvel Universe. The 
toys themselves were created from two robot toy 
ines from the company Takara, called the Diaclone 
and Microman series. For the first two years, the 
molds from the Diaclone and Microman were 
eused and had parts made of die-cast metal. The 
original Megatron toy transformed into a realistic 
Walther P-38 pistol complete with stock and barrel 
extensions and a scope. Imagine a toy coming like 
that today! 


TELEVISION 


Toei Animation brought the first pilot of The Trans- 
ormers to the U.S. in September of 1984 featuring 
the Autobots and their human friends Sparkplug 
and Spike Witwicky, defending the Earth from the 
Decepticons. There were many incarnations of the 
series throughout the years, including making it 

all the way to the big screen in Transformers: The 
ovie. The Transformers themselves have gone 
through more than a few changes throughout their 
television runs including going from basic vehicles 
rom Earth, to futuristic vehicles from space, all the 
way to transforming into animals! After having Op- 
timus Prime die in the movie, the original show’s 
third season lost excitement and did not get a full 
ourth season.

NOW! As a fan who began with the Danny 


Ketch Dusaki bike and the Spirits of 
Vengeance driven 90’s, it’s been 
quite a shame to witness the series — aside from the massively un- 
derrated Jason Aaron run on the ole flame head — hit a rapid decline. 
Even Rob Williams’ female Rider Alejandra was ill received, and 
anything tangled up in flame since was seemingly headed towards the 
pearly gates. 


Thanks to the talents of Marvel newcomer Felipe Smith (Charac- 
ter Designer on Nickelodeon’s TMNT) and artist Tradd Moore (The 
Strange Talent of Luther Strode, Deadpool) the newest rider has 
arrived on the line. Welcome East L.A. mechanic Robbie Reyes, who, 
in true Marvel fashion, is a down-on-his-luck good guy who starts 
his journey by standing up for the downtrodden and taking a chance 
on fate for a better life. The latter involves pulling a Need For Speed 
move with racing for cash that ends in fire. Unfortunately gone (at 
least thus far) are any signs of soul sharing and pacts with the Devil. 
However, since Mephisto has been replaced with Strong Guy and the 
reworking of hell (see Peter David’s end to X-Factor) this could be 
something left for an overarching mystery storyline. 


Perhaps the biggest flaw with this All-New Ghost Rider is the dated 
approach to his retooling. In a lot of ways, this new take seems like a 
666th sequel of the Fast and the Furious franchise. The comparisons 
between the films are uncanny: Rapper lookalike race promoter (Lil 
Jon), fast cars, Hispanic lead (think Vin Diesel if he never went bald 
and was 17)... God, the only thing missing from this is a Razr phone! 
But, who knows what the alternative could have been? Ghost Rider 
zipping around in his all-electric Chevy Volt... Maybe they made the 
right moves, after all. 


It’s nonetheless admirable to watch Smith step into these mucky 
hellfire waters, penning an origin that harkens back to the Stan and 
Kirby years of Spider-Man. Robbie is an easy character to root for. | 
just wish there had been more reason for his hellfire turn. The art took 
some time to get used to, as well. 


Moore’s manga-inspired stylization made a ton of sense when he 
took on a stint for Deadpool, but | was taken aback when he was an- 
nounced as the illustrator for GR. Now, I’m blown away. As a working 
storyboard artist myself, his panel work during the car chase scene 
is just insane. The way Moore jumped between long shots to Dutch 
angles and then to GPS maps had my hands twitching. If | had any 
hold up, it was with his less-is-more attitude when it comes to sets. 
The minimalist approach doesn’t thrive with me when it comes 
to the filthy streets — and dirty garages — of East LA. 


Thing is, this just isn’t your daddy’s Ghost Rider anymore. Rather, 
this is a Rider raised on Steve McQueen and copious amounts of Japa- 
nimation. While | still have some concerns over a lack of character

Astro City, which is being printed under the Vertigo label for the first 
time, is like any superhero story. Winged Victory, Samaritan (Super- 
man), and the Confessor (Batman), are working together to solve 
the mystery of women missing from Winged Victory’s academy. Just 
as there is a break in the case, she is summoned to appear before 
the Council of Nike, the Greek goddess of Victory. The disembodied 
women chastise WV. for colluding with men, specifically Samaritan 
and the Confessor. The council gave her the powers to be a champion 
for women. The council wants her to stand alone, to shun her collabo- 
rators and to fight for women without the help of men. 

They allow WV to return to finish her mission. There’s a brawl, and 
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standard super villain banter — bow, yield, kneel and what have you. 


But in Astro City, the standard superhero story is always a way to 
show something else. In this case, it shows how tired some of the 
tropes are in the long-underwear funny pages. “Look at you,” says 
Winged Victory as she insults the villain, Karnazon. “You used to 
do things.” The brief diversion of fisticuffs seems to almost distract 
from the main point of the story, but the battle is a device that shows 
Winged Victory that she not only needs her allies — who free the 
missing women — but that she is exhausted at playing by the rules 
other people set for her, which leads her to lash out at the coun- 
cil. She is unafraid of losing her powers and she is unafraid of their 
judgment. “Do | send an imperfect message?” she asks. “Maybe. But 
this is how | choose to do things. To stand for what | stand for, with or 
without allies.” This Winged Victory does what she wants.

He can regenerate 
himself down to the cellular level at a super-human 
speed, which affords him the ability to age very 
slowly and gives him immunity to poisons, most 
drugs and an enhanced resistance to diseases, 
though he is not immortal.

Inside Geek Fantasy’s Epic Cosplay:

What inspired you to cosplay Wolverine? 


| was inspired to cosplay Wolverine because | have always been a big fan of him and the X-Men, since | was a 
young teenager in the early 80’s. This cosplay actually began as a Halloween costume, though, shortly after X3 
came out, and a lot of people told me that | had a good resemblance to Hugh Jackman, even when | was clean 
shaven! 


The resembance is remarkable! Was it then that you decided to share Lonstermash with the cosplay community? 


It was a BIG hit at all the parties | attended. At the time, | didn’t even know what “cosplay” was, but a few years 
later (in 2012), | just happened to be in San Diego on Comic Con weekend (total coincidence), and | saw allthe 
great cosplayers there and wanted to do my costume the following year (since | live in L.A.). Lucky for me, some 
random person gave me a flier that day for a big convention in L.A. taking place 2 months later, called Comikaze, 

so | revived my Logan and debuted it there, as my first official cosplay. 


You have one of the best Wolverine/Logan cosplays we have ever seen! Were you received well at Comikaze? 


| was a huge hit and felt like an A-List celebrity at a red carpet party with all the fans and pictures that were tak- 
en, and it was the most fun | had, had in years! | met some other cosplayers a few weeks later, thanks to all of us 
being featured on a video on Youtube, and they then really introduced me to the world of cosplay, and here | am! 
| have been to about 15 cons since | started cosplaying him back in September of 2012, including Comikaze, Long 
Beach Comic Con, Wondercon, San Diego Comic Con, and Dragon Con. I’ve also been to many smaller cons here 
in L.A. 


That’s quite an introduction! Were you a fan of the comics before you ever decided to cosplay as Wolverine? 


The only actual comics | have read are the ones | subscribed to 30 years ago (yes, they mailed them to my door), 
most of which were Uncanny X-Men. 


It’s really amazing to have comic fans cosplay as characters they have loved for years. We have to ask about your 
actual transformation, since we doubt you wake up looking like Logan. What do you do to become the Wolver- 
ine? 


It takes me about 3 weeks to get a decent beard (4 if | really want it to look good), and | grow my hair out about 
this long, as well, in order to get my Logan look. | keep in top shape all year, so that’s never an issue. Besides 
that, throw on my jeans and undershirt and claws, and I’m good to go. 


It seems to really help if you physically look like the character, but that may not always be easy to achive. Does 
your personality match Logans? 


My favorite part of cosplaying Wolverine is imitating his gruffness. I’m a pretty mello, peaceful person, but this 
allows me to let out my inner bad ass! | also love how well he is received by the fans of all ages at conventions. 
| have done some silly and comical pictures with my Wolverine cosplay. | even had pics of me getting my “nails” 
done in an actual nail salon! I’m a big goofball at heart, and this allows me to exhibit my comedic side. 


Do you have any particular cosplay moments that are memorable to you? 


I’ve done some charity work visiting a children’s hospital, which was REALLY awesome! The funniest thing that 
has happened to me while cosplaying him has to be someone asking me if | really was Hugh Jackman. 


We can’t go without asking, what it was like to shoot your epic cosplay photos? 


| tried to really feel the rage of the character in order to hit the facial expressions and poses. | also looked at ac- 
tual movie posters from the movies as inspiration, especially the samurai looking ones from The Wolverine. When 
| got the images back from my photographer friend, Ning Wong (who already is a full-time wedding photogra- 
pher and very talented), | couldn’t believe my eyes! | was beyond happy with the final product and proud of the 
fact that they weren’t even photo shopped: very good use of lighting, but no shopping.

You are Delsin Rowe, a “man with a plan and an aerosol can” (keep 
reading, you will understand later). Delsin is just your average young 
Native American kid at the beginning of the game. Well, if you call 
being constantly arrested for tagging everything in sight average. 
Oh yeah, the cop that always arrests him is his older brother Reggie 
(hence the name Second Son). 


FAMILY MATTERS 


You start off the game tagging up a billboard and being arrested 
when, all of a sudden, a military truck crashes. Reggie rushes over 
to try and help the people in the truck, when one of the “convicts” 
in the back grabs a hold of Delsin (voiced by Troy Baker, who else). 
One problem though, as soon as the prisoner grabs him, Del sucks up 
the guys power “like a sponge.” A few minutes and a burnt down fish 
guttery later, you meet Brooke Augustine, the villain of the game. 
Brooke heads up the Department of Unified Protection, an agency 
whose sole purpose is to hunt down and imprison conduits (people 
with superpowers). Here’s the funny thing though: she and all of her 
agents are conduits. So yeah, you’re fighting other super powered en- 
emies in this game. To make a long story short, Augustine decides to 
torture the Akomish people - Delsin’s tribe — to see if they have any 
information about the prisoners. She does this by putting concrete 
spikes into them. 


A week later, our man wakes up in the hospital fully healed (because 
he has powers!) and finds out what Augustine did to his people. The 
only way to cure them is to have the concrete power himself. Delsin 
and Reggie take off for Seattle, and thus our game begins. 


SLEEPLESS 


Welcome to the mean streets of Seattle, home of grunge, the Super 
Bowl champion Seahawks, and our very own “Cardinal” Gary Brooks 
and “Pope” Jason Sacks. Sucker Punch studios did something amaz- 
ing for the setting of this game. Not only did they use a real city, but 
they used one that, as far as | can recall, has never been seen ina 
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video game — and boy, oh boy, did they make it look purty too. 


Seattle looks amazing from street level, all the way to the wondrous 
giant Mount Rainier in the backdrop. No detail was left out as far 
as textures go. From shingles on roofs all the way to cracks in the 
roadway you have a visual delicacy that looks tastier than grandma’s 
fried chicken. The team even imported actual landmarks from the 
city including the Space Needle, local businesses (including authentic 
street art), and just about everything else but the lengthy panel lines 
at the recent Emerald City Comic Con. 


It’s a fresh look at an open world city game that isn’t just a concrete 
jungle like New York or L.A. Seattle is a beautiful green city in real life, 
and it looks just as stunning in the game. 


THE inFAMOUS... 


As in past games, you have two choices as far as your actions 
go: You can either follow the path of the Hero and be loved by the 
Seattle-ites, or you can be infamous, willing to sacrifice anyone and 
anything to accomplish your goal. There is no middle ground as the 
development of your powers depends on how good or bad you are, 
and each path has its own advantages and disadvantages. 
With the story veering off in two separate paths, this gives the game 
replay value of at least two full playthroughs (trust me, after seeing 
where the story goes one way you WILL want to see the other). 
Personally, | play the game as infamous first for two reasons: Being 
bad makes your offensive powers incredible since you don’t have to 
worry about collateral damage and, second, the name of the game is 
inFAMOUS. 


If you’re a really bad goody two-shoes and just can’t find yourself 
slaughtering hundreds of fake digital innocents, the Hero path hooks 
you up with amazing defensive skills and non-lethal takedowns of 
enemies. This path is more difficult though because you have to 
watch out for civilians. Hurting the civilians will hurt your Karma Level 
and make it harder to advance your powers to the next level. Whatev- 
er you choose first, you will play the game a second time just to see 
what the other side of the force has to offer, Jedi. 


SIDE MISSIONS OF MAYHEM 


Second Son is all about kicking the DUP straight out of Se- 
attle. To do this you not only have to complete the main mis- 
sions, but you have to decimate their foothold in the city. They 
have cameras, secret agents, security checkpoints, advertising 
and more just waiting for you to shoot, paint over (yeah, 
you're a tagger!) and incinerate to your heart’s delight. Clear- 
ing out districts opens up fast travel locations and creates a 
DUP free safe zone for you to sit back and sip your Starbucks 
in. It’s also vitally important for you to hunt down the drones 
circling overhead as each one contains a blast shard used to 
buff up your crazy conduit skills. 


Then there are all those wonderful clean pieces of wall 
hanging all around the city, just waiting for a tagger to speak 
their mind on. As with everything in the game, when you get 
to the tag spot you have a choice to either inspire or create 
fear. Whatever your choice, you get to create some incredible 
graffiti art. Getting 100% completion is actually easy in this 
game compared to others.

Following the movie 
storyline, she was brought into the Xavier’s 
School for Gifted Youngsters after being 
rescued by the X-Men from Sabretooth. 


Published by Marvel Comics, Rogue first 
appeared in Avengers Annual #10 in 
November of 1981. 


Rogue is considered one of the more 
powerful mutants in the X-Men with abilities 
including: skin-to-skin power absorption 

to the extent of absorbing memories and 
permanent power transference while 
quickly killing her victim. While with the 
Brotherhood of Evil Mutants, she gained an 
expertise in martial arts and unarmed com- 
bat. The movie storyline has.a far weaker 

: character, who is more afraid of her powers 
aoe Fs than.in control of them. 
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he culmination of all of Fox’s X-Men movies is 

arriving with the release of X-Men: Days of Future 

Past, and it calls to mind all of the movies that have 
led up to this epic-ness. There have been high and low points on the 
road to this latest installment of Fox’s franchise and we are reviewing 
all of the hits and misses in hopes of preparing ourselves for the “Fu- 
ture Past” to come. 


The first X-Men movie brought all of our expectations and hopes to 
a climax as we had the pleasure of seeing our childhoods put onto 
the screen. The casting choices were generally quality, regardless of 
how their characters were written. The story was essentially following 
Wolverine and Rogue through their journey to finding their home with 
Professor Xavier and the X-Men. We loved these two characters in 
the comics and animation so we had the highest of expectations. The 
issue came when they changed the character of Rogue completely! 
For those of you who are unfamiliar with Marvel outside of the movies, 
Rogue is a mutant whose power is the absorption of the powers of 
other mutants by touching any part of her skin to theirs (giggity). Early 
in her career, Rogue was taken in by the Brotherhood of Evil Mutants 
and permanently absorbed the powers from the then Ms. Marvel, Carol 
Danvers. This movie was the origin story for our X-Men and none of 
this happens in the movies. We assume they did this to create a weak 
character to contrast with Wolverine’s awesomeness and if you need to 
weaken a character, you just can’t choose Wolverine, or you might get 
three holes in your stomach. The disappointment of Rogue’s character 
aside, the other members of the core X-Men seemed very close to their 
comic book counterparts, so points for that. 


The opening shot of the movie depicts a scene from Magneto’s 
childhood as his powers manifest for the first time in a Nazi prison 
camp, as he tries to reach out to his mother. It’s an epic opening scene, 
but a bit harsh to begin a movie with. Perhaps that was their point. 
We then catch a glimpse of Rogue’s powers and how it is lethal to 
her love life as she puts her boyfriend into a coma with a brief make- 
out session. Our team begins to come together as Rogue runs away 
and finds Logan fighting in a bar for money and booze. One of the 
best parts of the film is how it showcases all of the Mutant’s powers, 
such as when Logan stabs Rogue after having nightmares about the 
Weapon X program but she is able to heal herself using his powers! 
Brilliant! Where the movie failed the geek community was the fact that 
you didn’t get enough action from the rest of the X-Men. Storm had a 
few scenes where you saw her use her powers but where was Cyclops 
showing how much of a bad ass he is? He is another character they 
heavily weaken for “movie sake”. This is a recurring issue in the trilogy 
of movies, but we will touch on that in a little while. 


The plot for the first movie was focused around Magneto wanting 
to change some United Nations representatives into mutants so that 
countries would be forced to accept Mutants. Fortunately Professor 
X and his X-Men stop his plan before Magneto’s machine ends up 
killing all of the World Leaders. Overall, the movie was an acceptable 
platform for the series to be introduced, even if we did not get to see 
much action from the X-People who weren’t Wolverine or Storm. The 
movie left us all wanting to see more and we got it in the following 
installment. 


X2: X-Men United is the superhero/super villain team-up movie in 
which the two factions must “Unite” (see what they did there?) to take 
on Colonel William Stryker, the man who put the adamantium inside of 
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Wolverine! Stryker believes that mutant kind is a threat to the human 
race and needs to be extinguished. Obviously, our Mutant heroes (and 
villains) take offence to this and so we have action! Once again, the 
movie starts off with an epic scene inside the White House. During a 
tour, a man in a trench coat and sunglasses (which totally wouldn’t 
make him noticeable or anything) begins teleporting around and 
taking out Secret Servicemen left and right on his way towards the 
President. We also notice that the guy is completely blue with a partic- 
ularly sharp row of teeth. Just as he is about to put the kibosh on the 
President as he sits in the oval office, he is shot by one of the guards 
and teleports away. Awesome. 


Since the last movie, our main protagonist Wolverine had left to go 
figure himself out. All of his questions led him to Alkali Lake where 
he found... nothing. With no other leads, Logan heads back to Xavi- 
er’s School for Gifted Youngsters where he gets to play babysitter as 
Storm, Jean Grey, Cyclops, and the Professor have other places to be. 
Storm and Jean head off to Boston to find Nightcrawler (the mutant 
that was teleporting around the White House in the opening scene) 
while Cyclops and Xavier visit the Master of Magnetism, Magneto, in his 
plastic prison. Sounds simple right? What could go wrong? The answer 
is pretty mucheverything. First, Storm and Jean find the holy man who 
smells of brimstone relatively easily thanks to Jean’s telekinesis. So 
far so good. The problems start as the school is attacked in the middle 
of the night by a military group that begins kidnapping (mutant-nap- 
ping?) the children. It was a stealth operation until one of the little girls 
gives a sonic scream that sends Wolverine into action. As Logan begins 
dispatching soldiers left and right, the older mutants start evacuat- 
ing everyone through hidden tunnels in the walls. Meanwhile, Logan 
discovers the leader of this military group is William Stryker (dun dun 
dunn). Stryker begins talking to Logan as though he knows him and 
just before we get any real information or answers, Iceman conjures a 
wall of ice to separate Wolverine from the attackers. Wolverine is far 
more disappointed to get away safely than to question the guys with 
the guns. 


At the same time, Cyclops and Xavier discover that someone has 
been mind-controlling Magneto using a chemical drip on the back 
of his neck. Before they can even process the information, they are 
attacked by a mutant named Yuriko Oyama (Lady Deathstrike for the 
nerds out there) who takes out Cyclops with relative ease. Before we 
continue, we would like to point out a huge injustice that is present in 
all of the X-Men movies. Why is Cyclops such a weak pansy? Who de- 
cided it was a good idea to cast James Marsden as Jean Grey’s Jealous 
Boyfriend? We’re pretty sure he would have been a quality Cyclops. 
Helluva chin. He’s the leader of the X-Men, damnit! The man’s strategic 
genius rivals Captain America’s, he can shoot force beams from his 
eyes and is an accomplished hand-to-hand combatant. He gets no 
respect in these films and isn’t even present in the last movie because 
they kill him off in the beginning of the third installment! On top of 
killing him off, they gave him an off-screen death! Seriously? Respect 
the Ruby quartz glasses!

Excuse the rant... 


Predictably, the X-Men band together with the Brotherhood to com- 
bat their genocide. Stryker’s plan was to use Cerebro and Professor 
Xavier to kill all of the Mutants in the world at once without even firing 
a bullet. After finding Stryker’s base at the bottom of Alkali Lake, our 
heroes take the battle to him in spectacular fashion. One of the best 
fight sequences in the movie takes place between Wolverine and Lady 
Deathstrike in the room where Logan became the adamantium laced 
beast that he is! Wolverine ends up giving her a custom punishment by 
injecting her with hot liquid adamantium until it seeps out of her eyes 
and oozes from her lips. It’s a proper death as we watch her slowly sink 
to the bottom of tank with her newly administered weight. In the end, 
the dam surrounding the base is about to breach, as our heroes evac- 
uate the facility before they are all overcome by the deluge. Their jet 
was damaged after Rogue failed her “flight test” upon arrival so Jean 
takes the third act crescendo, leaving the jet and using her telekinesis 
to lift the aircraft and manually start the engines before she is overtak- 
en by the massive wall of water and seemingly killed. 


The last movie of Fox’s trilogy titled X-Men: The Last Stand, intro- 
duces us to an entire new gaggle of mutants who must choose to side 
with Magneto or the X-Men. Jean has returned, with a new person- 
ality and new hair, and as her first act as Phoenix, disintegrates her 
boyfriend Cyclops. Please see our previous rant on that. Storm and 
Wolverine go and find her knocked out at Alkali Lake while Cyclops’ 
glasses float around in the fog. Basically, Phoenix goes absolutely 
batshit on anyone and everyone, including Professor Xavier, who dies 
(on-screen at least) as he and Magneto try to convince Jean to go to 
their respective sides. His death was in justifiably extreme slow motion 
as he gives the burning red Jean final words of advice while Wolverine 
overlooks the tragedy. Talk about drama. 


Magneto’s personal antagonist in this movie is a company named 
Worthington Labs that has come up with a “cure” for mutants, which 
would take away their powers and change any mutant appearances to 
“normal”. He believes that the government will use this “cure” to take 
out mutants who are not willing to voluntarily take it. It seems that he 
is proven right when, during a scene where he makes a jail-break at- 
tempt to get Mystique, she is shot by a “cure” dart and is transformed 
into an absolutely stunningly naked Rebecca Romijn, nevertheless a 
“normal” human. 


The big finale pits Magneto and his Brotherhood, including Phoenix, 
against Wolverine and the remaining X-Men. The X-Men are already 
overwhelmed defending the Worthington labs facility where the mu- 
tant boy who can create the cure is being held. We aren’t introduced 
to all of the players in the scene but if you pay attention to the details 
you can see Jubilee, the Stepford Cuckoos, and Psylocke all making 
appearances, not that the characters themselves were fully realized 
or justly represented. In the end, Wolverine distracts Magneto long 
enough for Beast to inject him with the cure. Unfortunately the humans 


take a battery of shots at Phoenix, who returns a telekinetic, 
molecule dispersing energy that eliminates the entire force. 
Let’s do this, Logan! As Phoenix disintegrates humans and 
mutants alike, Logan takes one weighted step at a time, self- 
healing at a rapid rate, trying to get close to the raging Phoenix. Hav- 
ing only moments to speak to the Jean-within, he fulfills her begging 
request, thrusting his adamantium claws into her fleshy middle and rid- 
ing the world of any further wrath of the Phoenix. Take a breath. With 
Jean dead, the only big reveal left was the after credit scene featuring 
Xavier’s voice saying hello to Moira MacTaggert from the body of a 
comatose patient. He’s alive!

In Geek Fantasy’s opinion, the last and best movie in the Fox series 
is X-Men: First Class. There were flaws in the script and some gen- 
eral ideas but they still pulled off an entertaining movie with great 
casting choices... except for Emma Frost. She may have been great 
on Mad Men, but January Jones was a terrible fit for this role. Her 
scenes were just a little boring and her “acting” was horrendous. Other 
than that, the movie soars, from James McAvoy as Professor Xavier, 
Jennifer Lawrence as Mystique, and Michael Fassbender as Magneto. 
The story begins by taking us back to the Nazi camps with the young 
Erik Lensherr crumbling the metal gate with his powers. Remind you 
of anything? We meet Sebastian Shaw who is going by the name Dr. 
Klaus Shmidt as he begins experimenting on Erik, even going as far as 
killing his mother in front of him just to see Erik’s powers manifest. Sick 
guy that Shaw. 


We see how all of the characters first meet each other and learn 
that Mystique and Xavier were extremely close and almost a family 
before she chooses to follow Magneto and his policies. Fassbender 
plays a vindictive yet charismatic Magneto who wants Justice for all 
the wrongs committed against Mutants, starting with those committed 
against himself by Shaw. The inner battle of right and wrong going on 
under the skin of Magneto is evident in the portrayal of Fassbender’s 
character throughout the movie and makes us want to see more of 
him. 


We are also introduced to new mutants left and right including 
Azazel, who is supposed to be Nightcrawler’s father. Scott Summers’ 
brother Alex Summers is introduced as Havok and we get to meet 
Hank McCoy for the first time as well. As the movie comes to a cre- 
scendo, Xavier and Magneto argue on the beach after Magneto kills 
Shaw and is attempting to destroy two fleets of military ships that fired 
upon them. MacTaggert shoots at Magneto, who deflects the bullets 
easily yet carelessly and ends up hitting Xavier in the spine with one 
of the bullets. In a flash forward sequence, we see Xavier in a wheel- 
chair outside of the X mansion where we hear that he intends to open 
a school. Granted, that’s a brief overview, but we consider First Class 
a well cast, overall above average attempt at a large collaborative of 
mutant introductions with excellent sequel potential. 


All of these movies, together with the latest The Wolverine movie, 
have led up to the next blockbuster: X-Men: Days of Future Past, where 
we get to see all of the characters that we have seen since the first 
X-Men through First Class, come together to go into the past to save 
their future. Not enough has been said about how huge this is for Fox, 
as it is the same general idea as having an Avengers movie. If this mov- 
ie plays out as well as we hope it does, it will open a world of possibil- 
ities for Fox’s Marvel Universe and a greater potential for the X-Men to 
thrive in cinemas.

The Amazing 
Spider-Man 2 had some huge expectations 
to live up to and we must say that it did that 
and more.

The movie begins with a foreshadowing vid- 
eo recorded by Peter’s father Richard on the 
day he and his wife Mary left Peter with his 
Aunt and Uncle in the first film.

As Harry is addressing his employees in a 
meeting, we are introduced to another char- 
acter: Felicia Hardy. For the geeks at home 
not in the know, Felicia is destined to become 
the Black Cat, a love interest and part time 
partner to Spider-Man. We are unsure as to 
the extent of involvement that Felicia will 
have in future movies, but it is still a nod to- 
wards the comic fans. Let us just mention that 
the character is naughty and extremely hot, 
and we hope for some very interesting future 
interactions between Spidey and his kitty. For 
now, Felicia is there to act as Harry’s assistant 
and to tell him important plot points such as 
mentioning the possible cure to what is killing 
him and how it could be in the basement. 


Without giving everything away, Peter finds 
out some information about his parents at the 
same time that Harry finds out about what 
Oscorp has really been doing all of 
these years and things get tricky.

Besides the Rhino suit, we don’t know how 
the other suits will be used as of yet, but we 
are excited to find out. 


As Harry is Goblin-ing it up, Electro has cut 
the power to the entire city and is battling 
Spider-Man in the penultimate battle of j 
the movie. Gwen shows up to saves 
Peter and has a plan to stop Electro 
but Peter is too worried about 
her safety to accept the help. 
In a tribute to how strong of a 
character Gwen Stacy is, 
Gwen declares that no one 
tells her what she can or 
cannot do.

After seeing Gwen with Spider-Man, he puts 
two and two together and realizes that Pe- 
ter is Spider-Man! FYI: this is bad. Harry sees 
Peter denying him his blood as the ultimate 
betrayal of a friend and decides he needs to 
take away what Peter loves most: Gwen. This 
is worse.
